Thar the courſe of the elder time 
was : not that Barons onely were made 
Proxics 11 the upper Houſe as at this day 
but other men a!ſn of low condition, and 
this hath beenc very frequently in the caſc 
of Biſhops, and Parhamentory eAbbets 
ana '/'r5ors, who gave their letters uſual- 
ly to Pa:fons, Prebendaries , Canoniſts, 
and fuch like. In that Parliament of { ar- 
lile under Edwara the firſt, the Biſhop of 
Exeter (ent to the Parliainent , Henry de 
Pynkney pariſon of Froughton as his Proxie, 
The Bi{hop of Bath and Wells tent William 
of Charleton, a Canon of his Church, 
and in like fort other of the ſpiritualty- of 
that time. 

In the beginning of the x2 9th, yeare of 
Richard the ſecond, the Biſhop of Norwce 

mac Richard Corgueanx being then Deane 
of the Archer , Thomas Hederſer Arch» 
deacon of Swdbwry , and John Thorpe pat-

of Protyratores five nunts). And inthe ſame 
time the Biſhop of 'Darhams proxies were 
lobu of Burton Canon of Bewdley , and 
Maſter of the Rolls, aud /ohn of Wendiing- 
birowgh Canon of Lon4on, and other like 
areot the ſame time. By whichalſo that 
of the Preamble of the Statute of Premunt- 
rets underſtood, where it is fatd that the 
dvice of the Lords ſprrituall being preſent 
and of the procur.uores of them that were 
abſent, was demanded. The hke under 
Henry the fourth and Henry the lift are 
found inthe Rolls. And under Henry the 
hilt the Arch-Biſhop of Tork- gives the 
proxie tO the Biſhop of D «rbam - and ro 
two other Clerkes of his Province. And 
it is obſervable that in the making of pro- 
xies by the whole number of Biſhops in 
calc of Attainders upon Appcale , their 
courſe was ſometime to make a Gentleman 
bencath the degree of a Baron, their Pro- 
xie as under Kichard the ſecond, firſt they 
made their pro:xie for afſenting in the Par- 
lament, but after wards the Earle of Wilt- 
ſire had that place in the faine Parliament. 
But this of making others then Barons of 
Parliament, proxies is carefully tound in 
the caſes of the Lords (pirituall. 
Ong ſpeciall gafe of it is under Henry 
the fift, in that of Thowas && /a Ware, who 
B 3 being 
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being a Clergie man had his Fara de- 
{cended uato him, and is [tiled in the fum- 
mons alwayes Magsſter Thomas de la Wart, 
and not Dominw, hce gave his Letters to, 
John Franke and Richard Hulme Clerkes 
but tlie proxie Rolls for the Temporall 
Lords are for the moſt part loſt, The fol- 
lowing Times cſpecially ever (incethe firſt 
memorie extant of the Iournalls of the up- 
per Houſe ; which began the firſt of Henry 
the cight, have kept a con"ant conrſe of 
making parliamentory Barons onely pro- 
xies. Andit appcarcth in thoſe Tournalls 
that once two or three arc joyncd commn- 
Uim, & drvifim ; and molt commonly 
Temporall Lords have given their proxies 
to temporall and ſpirituall men ; yet not 
without a Temporall Lords piving his 
zetters of proxie to a Spirituall , and Tem- 
porall T.ord together, And under Queen 
Mary, Francs Farlc of Shrewſbury made 
eAwrbony Vilcount Mountapae, and The- 
mz Pilhopof Ely his proxies. And inthe 
veginning of Queene Aary Stephen Gar- 
«ner Biſhop of Wmnckeſter was jovned in 
letters of proxie ſoinetimes with a 7 emmpo- 
rail Lurd. But the Lords fpirituall bave fo 
much miltataken(of late)the Lawes of this 
Kingdome, the Kings prerogative given

He power of Iudicature belonging

Of theſe Indgements of ſuch Offences

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Richard preſent in Parliament , ſaith, that 
as toall the fad Loane made to the Ki 
of *1E twenty markes aforc{aid, hee is al- 
tounther without other fault , and further 
ſaith, that he at no time had profit or gaine, 
nor tooke any thing at all of the Loane + 
forefaid nor of the faid money, nor in other
